FOREST FIRE 
LOSS SLIGHT 


Blazes Increase But 
Improved Control Keeps 
Acreage Burned Total Low 


Figures on the past fire season 
have just been released by Eldorado 
‘National Forest. In spite of the ex- 
tremely hazardous fire conditions 
existing during the summer and fall 
just passed, net acreage burned | 
within the protection boundaries of 
the National Forest shows a sharp 
decrease over the nine-year aver- 
age starting with 1930. 

This nine-year average shows a 
‘yearly burn of 866 acres, made up 
of 211 acres of private land and 655 
acres of government-owned land. 

1939’s actual burn totalled only 
282 acres, comprising 42 acres pri- 
vate, and 240 acres government 
land. ;
